In accordance with suggestions cortained in a report to the High Court, signed 


by Mr. Justice Wilson and Mr. Justice Trevelyan, on their inspection of tne Calcutta 
Small Canse Court, a new system will, on and after the 28th October 1886, be tried for 
the purpose of revising the list of cases which come daily into the court. 

Bis’ : cases will, on the returnable date of the summons, come before one 


“ Judges, who will revise the whole list of the court for each day. 
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He will go through the list, enter “compromises,” make decrees in cases in which 
the defendant does not appear, give fresh summonses in cases where the summons has 
not been served, grant necessary postponements, ascertain what causes are defended, and 
dispose ot any cases which, in his judgment. can be disposed of summarily. 

This would leave the whole time of the other Judges free for the trial of defended 
causes. The defended causes will be assigned by the Judge revising the list to the lists 
of the different Judges on the carliest possible days, and will be adjourned by him to 
those days. The Judge revising the list will have before him the list of each Judge for 
each day, so far as ‘already filled up, and will arrange that there should always be a suffi- 
cient number of cascs, say 25 or 80, on each Judge’s list. Each of the other Judges will 
thus have cach day his list of cefended cases provided for him. When a second sum- 
mons has been granted, the case will, on the new return day, come again before the Judge 
who revises the list for that day. . 

If under this system a Judge should at any time find his list becoming clogged, 
he will communicate with the revising Judge, and inform the latter that he must have 
a day or days left clear to enable him to pull up, Thus if on the first of the month a Judge 
finds that his lists were getting blocked, and chat it will take a day to get them clear, he will 
tell the revising Judge that this is the case. The latter, when revising the lists of the 
Judge in question, may sce that they are already filled, say up to the 9th: he will leave 
the 10th blank. The Judge who had found himself blocked, knowing that the 10th 
would be a clear day, will use his discretion: he will either go on as usual up to the 10th, 
trusting to clear himseit on that day, or will adjourn a sufficient number of cases to that 
day to enable him to take the other cases as nearly as possible on their proper dates.
